CANADA UNDER SICCBSSIVE 
ADMINISTRATIONS. 
(Frvm tie Perl/olio .) 
On the declaratiou of the Independence, 
ufthe United Colooie*, thvc ioyalitti. and 
between whom and thute who condiiuted 
the Iniie|krndeal State*, the moat marked 
line uf (enarMiun «a,i dra»u, atui the 
uiuit hostile feeiiagi engendered, emi- 
grated, and were aettJed in New Brunt- 
Hick and Nova Scotia. Their enemies 
nrre treated by ui with eijufl] favour. 
The men who hud fought ftr^ntDIt us dur- 
ing the H-imle of thr revolutionary war, 
and their children in whom had been in- 
Milled the nlort unconquerable hatred for 
tit, were freely admitted into the fertile 
»il of Upper Canada — American citizen* 
were u-ttlt-d in lhe centre of our ntill rr- 
maininp; beat puaaenioot. -Such jeclt]ras* 
the cunti 



rehelliop, and bad tued it* powaar to tueik 

down obettienc*. Through each tuti tuhip 
a* lie paaaed, the pa|tulatiiin (lucked by 
thuuuirdi lu preaeni to him addrraaea of 
Loudoltnce, viewing lit* recall a* amithei 
inanifritMiiin of (hat pruject uf thr Kiig- 
liih Uovernmettt, ibai aeetoed loo iiiaane 
lo be brlieveJ, and Jel itru well aub- 
ilanliated lo lie doubled. The appoint- 
ment of Sir F Head wa* received a* the 
i-olutileiiieiit to I lie recall of fin J. Cul- 
borne, and so it wai intended to be. Bk 
tit at act thoned what hi* inmructioim 
were, and what uaj expected from him 
He appointed a* hit council the chief 
rrbeli, iiaiiie.ly, Dr. John Roljih, and Mr. 
Rolwrt Baldwin. 

Hit F. Head, however, began lo think 
fur himielf, He wa* lUrtlcd al ii minis 
thai be and the Karl of Goafurd had re- 
ceived diftrcnt ttt qf intlrueiuna. He 
diimitied hi* Council, and appealed lo lhe 
people of the province, and lignally tvaa 
eipoaed (he titter nullity uf the faction 
that the Home Govern m cm had raiatd 
into offlce, either in the belief thai they 
were powerful, or with the knowledge that 
(hey were nol. A Hvute *»> returned, 
iu which there, wa* an overwhelming ma- 
jutily in favour uf the Lieulenant-Go- 
veruor. The republican inetnber* did nut 
ciceed nine ; and that party were almuat 
universally driven, from Ih* hutting* 
with ignominy wherever they dared to 

But though beaten thu* on the turn- 
ing*, and the Governor perfectly tri- 
umplmni in lhe province, tl wa* not lo tie 
concealed that ibis struggle lav not there, 
bul tcitk (he Goemaurtt at Mome. 



Thu 

wa* known lo the adverse party, and in 
the initial uf the troubles which, from 
other cauees, came upon Lower Canada, 
they, too, fur their special jiurtjonea, un- 
tuned the flag of rebellion, At thai time 
eiery BrttUli auldier was anient, and 
little was thr energy oi decision uf the 
loyal populutiuu to be relied upon, after 
the chill &u<l doubt Ihui spread amongst 
iheni. The people, houeter, again re- 
sponded lo the appeal of (heir Governor . 
(he invasion from without was repelled, 
and the reliellioii within crushed. Thus, 
oti (he field uf bul lie, or on the recently 
more estimated field of regulation, had 
the pople of Upper Canada equally 
established their claim to respect, tu cun- 
liuence and favuur from the Crown uf 
England and it* Ministers. They had 
•hown that no far from hatching plots, or 
entertaining desire* which . mild in any 
iha]ie have jmliried lhe deUrmination lo 
throw them off, they were atdently at- 
tached to lhe mother Kate, and dutiful lo 
their sovereign. By severe trials and 
great difficulties ihrjr loyally had been 
proved a* well u their strength , and so 
far from requiring a force lo overawe nr 
even lo defend them, they Could them- 
selves supply force in the weak neat of the 
GovernmeM alike afainat external and 
internal danger. Of thii body of men, 
the great majority postessed every claim 
upon England ; yet the Goternment's 
neglect, disapprobation, or punishment, 
awaited erery man that had taken a part 
in iu service ; and its patronage iraa fur 
the imall knot of rebels and traitors who 
had armed to overthrow n. 

The Quarterly lleritw did not kuow 
that Lord Durham had beer) sent lo in- 
surrection ire the colonies, and that lhe 
measure apparently adopted frum him by 
thr Guverurtietil tu their own disgrace, 
was the measure: lo prepare for which he 
had been sent out. It was the triumph 
of lhe Guvernmrut thai the Quarterly 
Review should abuse them fur accepting 
tha Rejturl from Lurd Durham : and if 
the Quarterly Herieio tutuuiided at 
" the soldier uf our einpire,'' " the oppu- 
nenla uf the tiovermiiriii," and "either 
House of lhe Imperial Parliament," oc- 
jutescing in duings to base and cuiili-iiipli- 
lile, the Quarterly Hrriew has uUained 
the meant of eatimalisg the real worth nf 
thai " soldier uf our empire," and uf those 
" opironents of the Government," and of 
"either House uf the Imperial F^rlia- 
ment." 

One of the meant used lo pas* lhe 
Union Bill is of such a character that we 
must dwell un it for a moment. Il wa* a 
Ureal ! Not a threat in uoe or mure in- 
dividual* to withdiaw patronage— hul a 
thread directed against the community — a 
threat of practical measures against lhe 
colony lo overawe the Legislature into 
the surrender of its tights and funclium ! 
What would be the coercion thus lint-al- 
erted 1 ll would |>u*zlr nn Kngliahmai) 
lo discover it. Nu addiljuual iribule 
could be demanded ; no etnliargg ruti!d 
be laid upun their veiarlt. There could 
be no quartering limps upon the village* 
nr the ciliei. There could be no block- 
ading their const* : no ttstioning uf a 
corporals guard in the House of At- 
armliiy. W hat other ipecies uf toerciuu 
could have been imagined— for none of 
lii. o- could have lieen threatened > Wlial 
he threatened u na nut coercion, lutt «'«r.< 
r/uifflcefl/^-ahsndoiirueut <if a colony re-

nrss, bul fur the cuntinuatiun of such like 
act*, during more than half a century, 
must have been set duwn to the account 
uf some I ran* it- nl and i ucom pre hens ible 
I ml lucrum iuu. 

The effect appeared in the war with 
America of IB] 2. England was al that 
lime unable lo afford any military support 
lo her colonics, and depended entirely upon 
the fidelity of her subjects of French ori- 
gin I and while the militia and volunteers 
of Luuer Canada were triumphantly en- 
gaged in arresting the eneroachiiietitt mid 
discomfiting the forces of the United states, 
I'pper Camilla waa endangered by the 
treachery and machinations ot its settled 
American population, and il was only by 
lhe most decided measures and severest 
example that the consequences were ar- 
rested. On the u-nuinaiiuu of (he war an 
alien bii) was introduced into the province 
of Upper Canada, the object being to en- 
force npou the settlers the oath of alle- 
giance, and thr resistance that was mani- 
fested showed iu r,ecj„iij . it was at the 
liazatl of. rebellion that it was carried 
into operation. A large ttreaan uf emi- 
gration, now directing itself from England, 
toon overbalanced (he previous preponder- 
ance of American feeling, and (bough the 
new colonial* were imbued wilha spirit pe- 
culiarly loyal, still those who left lhe shores 
of England iu (he course of the present cen- 
turywere very different men from those who 
had colonized the bianlhera States two cen- 
turies before , and from the amalgama- 
tion of British faction and American re- 
publicanism, resulted the idea, the doc- 
trine, the project, the hope of independence, 
or annexation to the United States. There 
was formed a determined purpose of taking 
advantage uf all occasions of agitatiun — a 
looking to public wrong* and calamities as 
the food and the nourishment of their trea- 
sonable purposes. Of thi* we have seen 
the practical operation. Rebellion broke 
out in Lpper Canada, with the avowed 
purpose, nul uf redressing wrong*, or of as- 
serting rights, but of dismembering the 
empire. 

And while the English Government 
prompts rebellion, il comes forward tu re- 
itiuve all dangrr frum inefficient experi- 
ments. All parties— Lord J. Russell, 
Lord Aberdeen, Wa R. Peel, Lord Stanley, 
Lord Palinertton— speak of dismember- 
ment a* the natural course of things \ por- 
tions of an empire, because they are called 
colonies, may at pleasure revolt, and lhi( is 
unly emauripatluii, and lhe encourage- 
ment given to revolt is thus unly luyal ser- 
vice. It is only those who know w hat the 
fer lingi of a co to niat are, w hat I heir a flee - 
liun for England, what their dread uf aban- 
donment, what their measureuf protection 
and allegiance, that can understand lhe 
sickening uf heart, that the wnrds uf pro- 
fligates such as these can iutlicl on honest 
men. The colonist ha* either to accept 
England's wiadum, Or lo understand her 
folly. In either case the result is lhe 
same — he must hold it to he wise, if 
swayed by her judgment, and necessary, 
if conscious of her madness, to trample 
upon hit faith and loyally. lie must 
ciinsider of the letin* lu make with the 
United States, We have hrard will) our 
ears, colonial after culonitl, of l he highest 
nam us, and of (he most respected cha- 
racter, after niming lo Kngbiid, and un- 
drrtundittg what she waa, declare Ilia! 
they saw uu course open tu iheni, save 
timely separation , yet lliebC men wuuld 
have perill.-d their live* and sacrificed 
ihrir furtunri fur England in a q 
of right and hunour. Bul are they in 
see iheii fields ravaged, and Iheir hn'mea 
Itrtuiiu* smoking ashen, in the cause nf a 
I'litintiy that ha* done what ha* been dune 
in Canada within lhe last eighl years, and 
for which lhe history uf tiumriii haaeneta 
liudi rto parnllrl— as (lie utmost extent vf 
human ingenuity can dud no soluliun. 

The Iflter uf lhe member fur Middlesex 
to the chief of the Canadian rebel*, res- 
|iettiiig lhe "baneful domination of the 
mother country," was the tint public in- 
limatiun to our North American felluw- 
citisent, uf the exiatence of such atrocious 
characters in the British nation. Ti fell 
likr a stunning blow. It sm hartest- 
tirur . (he people quilted their fields, and 
hastened lo Toronto, to give vent lu their 
abhorrence and indignaliun. The plans 
of the rebellious were discomfited by lhe 
• udden ei] insure, and they were repressed 
fay ihr feji ui lhe effect in England of lhe 
publication that luul been made. Rut 
Itittli jwrliet were auun undeceived ; Mr, 
Huta* was nrither sent lo lhe Tuwer, nur 
lruddeu duwn in the streets— hit repre- 
tentalive trust wa* nut even withdrawn — 
the nieaniitg uf hit wordiwa* varnished in 
England, fur England was cotnposrd of 
inch iiaitorsa* he. The Governor, Hir 
John Col borne, became the confidant of 
the grief and the indignation of the loyal 
cailunist*.

I, 
and theGunpuwder Treason. This rkfol- 
toneJ by a notice of tlie beginniug and 
the Mid of the Law and University Teriun 
in Kngland, which c innot Tail lo tie pecu- 
liarly valuable at Moulmeiu. Then cuinea 
the mure useful iiuticr of the days of the 
week, aud uf the months, Knglish, Hindoo, 
Mahomcdau, am) Bo nil esc, The Burmese 
holidays utnervrd al (he public office* are, 
len days iu Sej.irinl*r. four in April ; and 
Vital is called LenL day- some Burmese 
lent day — and one day at lhe new moon, 
full moon, ami each quarter, thai is. sixty - 
iviu day> ; the Christina* holidays are 
seven al Christmas, tw r u at the new year, 
and one on Good Friday, and every Sun- 
day, uf course thai is, sixty-two days in 
all, or jl thitd of the year, which is about 
the jieriud duriug which our own courts 
in Bengal aie closed. The Eclipiet, r>ud 
the Almanac, come next in order. 

The second pari of the Directory relates 
tu coins, weight*, measuiei, English, 
Indian, and Burmese, "too numerous to 
be particularised," hut which must be of 
no little value to the rrsideut* in lhe pro- 
vince and those who have occasion to 
transact butineta with it. 

The third part of the Directory 
gives us, firtl, the Government of 
India, then of each Presidency, and laally, 
of the Tenasaerim provinces, in which there 
appear lo be ten cuvruatitcd servant*. 
Among the WBcovenaiited F.uropeau and 
Native servants, Mr, D. Tapley appears to 
be the greatest pluralist, fur we lind his 
".in.' affixed tu no fewer lhau seven de- 
partment*. He is al one and the same 
time, master attendant, regialrar uf imports 
and exports, surveyor uf (be [.ori u[ Muul- 
incin, post-master, and the collector of the 
timber revrniir ; and he has charge uf the 
marine store department, and lhe pilot es- 
tablishment. This accuunU, we Is-lieve. 
for the negligcuce which prevails i)i one 
uf his multifarious office s.lhal uf the Potl- 
offlce, of which iuc.fi loud and general 
complaiuta are brought rutind by every 
vessel. Moulmein lias five mercantile et- 
tablishmeutl, and no fewer lhau Ihirtei-n 
timber merchant*, yet it isdoulilfiilwhether 
lhe forvsls ill tile w hole provinces could 
fuinish teak timber suntcienl fur the con- 
struction of three ships of lhe line. The 
prosperity of the tetlh-mrut i* (tl II farther 
atletled by the mullcy gnmps uf foreign 
merchants who have been attracted to il. 
The Directory informs ui thai their are 
e/ere/i Mogul merchant*, trren Bume*e,*i> 
Par sect, Itro Armenians, /our/*™ Chinese, 
three Mural, one llindou, and thr™ Jew 
merchants: as well as five priucipsl ihup- 
keepcrs, lie*ide*aucliont-ers, boot and (hue- 
make n, branfouiidert, carpentert, clolh- 
merchanla, and farriers, gold and at [vet - 
smilhs, gun and blackimilhs, joiner*, ship- 
builders, nud irrmty-fnur Jiackueycoache*. 

The Eccleiiajilical Kslahliahmrnt he- 
lunging lo the Church of England com- 
prises une chaplain. The Missions of the 
American Baptist Board, i«rhspti the moat 
Iticcessftil mission in lhe Rati, include no 
fewer than twelve missionaries, vi ho reside 
at Muuhoeiti, Amhersi, Tavoy.and Mer- 
gui, and superintend lifleen churches, 
which contain HHi ineinbers; but a* 
adult* only are reckoned in this niimlier, 
they may be considered as represrnliug a 
populalion of between three and four 
thousand, I ramrd up in Ch rial tan habits. 
The printing establishment of this moll 
interesting iiiiHsiun it one of Lhe Largest, 
if not lhe largest, in the Ewl, It com- 
prises se veil iron presses and alype-fuundry 
foilhr nalite language*; aixly-une million 
uf pages have l>een printed in i( fur gra- 
luiloiia distribution since it was let on 
fuol. The Roman Catholic Vicarale of 
Ava and Pegu is under the superintendence 
uf Ductur Cerdli, Lhe Bishop of Anlino- 
jKjli. It comprise* statiunt at Ainarspoora, 
Ciandaroa, Monla, Nebrk, Brusein, Ran- 
goon, and Muuimein ; and judging from 
the natnei of Ctiguloiti, Polignani, Pac- 
chioiti, Gafaulli, Tasoili, and liertelli, who 
form lhe majority of the missionaries, we 
should judge that the mission is recruited 
chiefly in Italy. There appears to be 
but one missionary at Moulniciu, Dr. Do- 
minic Delprino. 

The Local Assoc i at ions comprhe the 
Moulmein Temperance Society, and the 
Christian's Friend Society, Theie it 
one school supported by Government, and 
there an- three large Missionary School*. 
The Muulmetit Agri-Horticultural fnicieiy 
has rifly-two primary member!; hut what 
ia the pteciae meaning uf the word pri- 
mary in that locality , or hunt the primary 
are uiilingiiiuhed from secondary members, 
uriu what sense lhe second chop members 
are secondary, we are nut told. 

The army tUlioned in Ihr pmviuce 
.on siitt uf one European and Talein 
otps, and two Native aladiut regiments, 
svilh several giin-boati. This ii a [nwre 
e^lablishmenl . but so large a force cannut 
be necessary lo maintain the peace among 
the ISii.lHMl inhahitanlt acatleted over 
W.IHJG miles, who form lhe n holr extent 
of its jsipulatioti, This army of nearly 
1,000 men is rvidtully intruded as a 
check un tin 1 aiiiliKion of Tharau iiddy. 

The censni of the prnvinre given is not 
the reaull of actual rnuinr ratiuii. The 
last published census, in 1810, gave uuly 
115,(31; but as the aiiniial inllni and 
iiaiiii.it increment are estimated al 13,000, 
lhe population is now supposed, not with- 
out reason, tu have risen to this amount. 
The late gauging order has precluded lhe 
acquisition uf later intelligence. Of the

The revenues of the province, that is, of 
die three settlement* of Moulmein, Tavoy, 
and Mergui,arr 4,111,25.! rupees, and ii* 
civil ex|ieudilure a,tt2,27il rui™ ; hut (he 
inililary charges and coolingenciea 
amount to 11,71,1*30 rupees. If lhe 
.Kin) Wa* reduced lo tile ttclu&l wailta of 
lhe province, aud nu grealer number uf 
I iimps wa* entertained than at Arracan, 
lhe expenditure would nol greatly exceed 
the income. And il ia far from certain 
that su large a force is by any mean* ue- 
ceuary lo the protection of the province 
from Burmese aggressiun. Arracan, which 
is a> open lu inroads at Muubjiria, remains 
iu perfect security with only a amall body 
of troop, just enough for the purposes uf 
police, it is not the dread uf what the three 
thousand hay cm els at Moulmein cau du, 
that keeps the present munarch, or will 
keep any future monarch of Ava, from an 
act of unjust aggression j but it ii the 
certain knowledge, that within a month 
or sis weeks after he may have ruused the 
Brilish liun, our steamers will be running 
up Ihr rivers of Burmah, dealing death 
around them, and breaking up Tilt ill- 
coniolidaled empire. It is the rapidity, 
and thr certainty uf (be retribution we 
shall iiiflici fur any wanton outrage, thai 
form the safeguard of the proviucr* which 
lie on the Buiuiesr frontier . and we 
question whether their finances might not 
be relieved from the heavy military charge 
nun thrown ujnm them, without impairing 
the »ecurity which they enjuy. 

We have only farther ruotu lu add, thai 
Muulmein has hern chiefly distinguished 
by the great number oftestclt which have 
been buill there. The first teiiel was 
launched ill 1 8110 . a second was built in 
tin- next yrar, and four in the third j since 
which [H-riod this branch of business has 
been increased to such an exteut, that the 
entire number of vessels launched to lhe 
end of It43 was terenty-jlre ; *ume uf 
which were eijual lu SIX) Lotis burthen, 
and uuly seventeen were under KMilons.
